They include counselting on 
everything from Personal Pro- 
blems, to Taxes, Health, Social 
Service. Medicare, Medicaid, 
Religion, Special-Discounts for 
Seniors in Motels, Restaurants 
and Shopping.

Seniors from the ground to the 
bus interior, so the Center can 
accommodate those who can- 
not walk. 

Obviously, it is heeause of 
these superb services that the 
Senior Center is so outstand- 
ing. But, the Center is currently 
facing a very serious and un- 
expected financial crisis. 

It takes over 11 staff peopie to 
accomplish tnese needed ser- 
vices, and over $100,000 per 
year. This money comes from 
Federal and State Grants, but 
must be matched with local 
funds on about a one third 
basis. That is, the Center, to 
obtain, for example. a HEW 
Grant for $21,000 must provide 
matching funds of $9,000, or 
30% of the total budget need of 
$30,000. 

This local need of about 
$30,000 per year is met by a 
grant from the County Board of 
Commissioners ($8,000 in 1977) 
and the rest by money raising 
activities of the Center.

inferested.... We were not 
being hard-nosed in our de- 
mands either.” 

Swanson said the offer to 
negotiate was handled by the 
fawyers for {he union and coun-

Last week our neighbors and 
oursalves gathered almost 100 
names On a petition asking the 
County Commissioners to re- 
consider their pian to build an 
animal shelter on the property 
they obtained in Sec. 6, T26N, 
R3W.

The bigaest crime in Grawtora -County coniinues with 
apparent end in sight, as even law enforcers turn then back on 
senseless littering. 

Over one hundred young people, backed by thousands of 
taxpayers dollars are fighting back week after week trying 
desparately to make others see before the program ends later this 
month When this environmental ciean-up effort ends, litter will be 
there along our roads, lakes, rivers, campgrounds, favorite hunting 
spots and even on the streets downtown for all of us to look at and 
shake our heads. : 

It appears to be a toss up for the most relittered area in 
Crawford County. Either Military Road, Old 27, North Down River 
Rd. or the city park would take that honor. The relittering problem 
has gotten so out of hand that we remove at least 200 new bags 
each week. None of us can believe just how bad its gotten. 

We're all trying to be optimistic, but the reality of this thing 
stares us in the eye each day. Without some swift effective iegal 
clout --- only the air over Grayling will remain clean. 

On the positive side, It appears that juvenile delinquency has 
decreased in Grayling this summer (statistics being compiled). If 
so, that would support my theory that employment is a more 
effective deterent than counseling during the surimer months. 

Pres. Carter recently signed a bill releasing $1 billlon for youth 
employment programs, Statistics released indicate that people 24 
years of age and under make up 50% of our country's 
unemployment. The only part | wasn't particularly nappy over was 
the jobs being created were in the public sector rather than tne 
private. Public employment ends after the designated number of 
weeks, whereas the possibility for continued employment in the 
private sector is much greater with generally better training 
available also. 

Returning to the environmenta! front, wouldi t it be nice if we 
all lived in Oregon where even the governor warns filthy people to 
clean up or move to another state. Maybe we should get the word 
out in Crawford County --- even if it’s just a sign in the city park 
warning violatars of the penalties for littering and then taking a big 
step forward and prosecuting.

The Great Tribulation

As we open the fourth seal in 
Revelation 6:7,8 we see one- 
fourth of the world popuiation 
being destroyed by death fol- 
lowing the first three seals of 
Anti-christ, war and famine.

There Are More Bees 
Than Meet The Eye 


by Willard Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

Forty-five people attended 
the Bee Keepers meeting Mon- 
day. August 1. in the Roscom- 
mon County Building. Invita- 
tions were sent to a mailing list 
of nine. | knew there must be 
more bee keepers than that in 
the counties of Crawford and 
Roscommon, but | didn't know 
who they were. Dr. Roger 
Hoppingarner, Michigan State 
University Extension Apiculture 
Specialist. told me there would 
be that many. | wasn’t actually 
an unbeliever. but 1 thought you 
will have to show me. All of the 
bee keepers from the two 
county area were not there. 

Now you will know where ail 
of those bees are coming from. 
Honey bees don’t normally 
sting untess they are disturbed 
or their home or food supply is 
threatened. 

| learned from Dr. Hoopin- 
garner that Crawford and Ros- 

i aie good 
areas for keeping bees because 
of the many kinds of bloom that 
occur over the growing season. 
One of the earliest is the willow 
followed closely by the aspen 
tree 

Bees don't just lie idie during 
the winter. There is enough 
activity in the cluster of bees to 
Keep ihe temperature near 80 
degrees. The outside of the 
cluster may be down to 45 
degrees. but an inch from the 
cluster may be near the outside 
temperature which may be 
below zero. 

Because the bees are active 
all winter long. it is necessary 
to leave enough honey to see 
them through the winter. This is 
generally 90 pounds. If this runs 
gut. the bee keeper has to

The willows start to bloom 
before the last snow is gone. so 
the bees may be out foraging 
before the last snow is gone 
too. They can fly when the 
outside temperature is 50 de- 
grees if the sun is shining. If the 
sun isn't shining, it requires a 
higher temperature.

It may seem trite to be so enthusiastic about fruit and 
vegetables.

| can still remember going to the station with my father to pick 
up orders of groceries that came in on the train. There were no 
roads into the village either. In fact there were only a few local 
roads, a half dozen logging trucks and my fathers Jeep in the whole 
town. We got little fresh milk and everything was usually shipped 
into us. the meat, vegetables and fruit. Apples and oranges and 
things like that were rare treats. It was never as bad in our ilage as 
some tartner north thougit thai were served by the Arctic conveys 
that sailed in with supplies each summer. Once the ice pagk 
melted, the ships in a huge convey sail in with all the needs for the 
communities for the rest of the year and then depart. Believe it or 
not you pay a shiny, sitver nickel for one single grape in those 
villages. 

So. 1 have never taken fruit for granted and learned te 
appreciate it when I could get it. There was one benefit to having no 
stores though and that was my brothers and | grew up without 
candy. To this day we have less than ten cavities between the three 
of us. My parents swear it is due to having no corner store to run to 
and buy candy.

church is really the people and 
not the building. Even though 
we have had to worship in the 
basement we have still held 
together as a congregation, and 
this has been a growing ex- 
perience for us.” 

“In the midst of all of this 
trouble, we have come to the 
conclusion that the church is 
the people and have seen that 
the building and the sanctuary 
are the symbols of our faith. We 
have continued to function as a 
church even after the tire.” 

He also said that many 
people have come forward and 
donated money and time during 
the reconstruction, especiaily 
for pews which will replace 
chairs in the church. 

Rev. Spencer said the build- 
ing, which is over 50 years ald, 
has many imperfections such as 
walls which are not quite 
square. and ceilings not per- 
fectly level.

Swanson has said before that 
he is not sure if the Supreme 
Court will hear the case but. he 
is hopeful that the possibility 
exists.
